Tragedy: A ‘communication failure’ led to Mr Ryan’s death

A Kingston Hospital patient 
starved to death after being left 
for 26 days without a feeding 
tube, a damning report has 
revealed. 

Martin Ryan, 43, who had Down’s 
syndrome, was said to be the victim 
of a “communication failure” be¬ 
tween doctors and nurses and died in 
hospital in December 2005. 

Mr Ryan’s case is due to be ruled on 
by a health watchdog later this 
month, along with five others around 
the country highlighted by charity 
Mencap in its 2007 report Death by 
Indifference. 

But the report, leaked last week, 
has garnered criticism already, al¬ 
though the hospital has put in place 
several safeguards to stop it happen¬ 
ing again. 

Susan Kramer, MP for Richmond 
Park and north Kingston, criticised 
the hospital over the “devastating” 
case and said staff should always 
raise the alarm if they have 
concerns. 

Sandra Berry, chairman of 
Kingston patient watchdog K-Link, 
said it was an “appalling tragedy” 
but said: “Our person on the nutri¬ 
tion panel is confident things have 
been put in place since then to make 
sure it won’t ever happen again.” 


Mr Ryan, who had severe learning 
difficulties and could not speak, was 
admitted to Kingston Hospital after 
suffering a stroke. While in hospital 
he also contracted pneumonia, the 
report said. 

An internal investigation by the 
hospital found there had been a “mul¬ 
tidisciplinary communication fail¬ 
ure”, which resulted in the doctor 
being “under the impression” that 


the nurses had been feeding Mr Ryan 
through a naso-gastric tube. 

By the time doctors decided, after 
21 days, that Mr Ryan was malnour¬ 
ished and needed a feeding tube di¬ 
rectly into his stomach, his body was 
in no state to handle the operation. 
He died five days later on December 
21,2005. 

His family, from Richmond, com¬ 
plained to the hospital and reported 


his case to the Healthcare Commis¬ 
sion. A relative described him as “the 
light of my life” with a “quirky sense 
of humour and oodles of charm”. 

In a statement, Kingston Hospital’s 
new chief executive Kate Grimes ac¬ 
cepted that the hospital’s failure to 
provide nutrition was “inexcusable” 
and said staff had been deeply affect¬ 
ed by the tragedy 

She said the hospital has since in¬ 
troduced a “care passport” for pa¬ 
tients with learning disabilities so 
staff are aware of individual needs 
and more training has been given. 

David Congdon, head of campaigns 
and policy at Mencap, believed the 
lack of food for 26 days was “clearly 
what killed” Mr Ryan. 

“When you have got patients with a 
severe learning difficulty who can¬ 
not communicate verbally they get 
ignored and staff in their subcon¬ 
scious do not value them, so they 
don’t get the care or attention they 
deserve,” he said. 

Ann Abraham, the Parliamentary 
and Health Service Ombudsman, is 
expected to publish her report later 
this month. 

If she finds the hospital to have 
been negligent it will be given a strict 
list of recommendations to improve 
future care.

Hammer attack thug, 19, 


jailed 


Plans need 
more detail 


A teenager who launched a 
horrifying, broad daylight, 
hammer attack on a rival 16- 
year-old gang member in 
Kingston town centre has been 
jailed. 

Daniel Kongo, 19, was locked 
up for a year on Friday, Jan¬ 
uary 9, for what Judge Morgan 
at Kingston Crown Court de¬ 
scribed as a “terrifying” at¬ 
tack. 

Kongo’s 17-year-old co-defen¬ 
dant, who cannot be named for

legal reasons, was given a com¬ 
munity punishment order and 
ordered to complete 120 hours 
of unpaid work for his part in 
the attack in Eden Street. 

Thomas Baker, prosecuting, 
said a row started between two 
rival groups of youths in the 
Bentall Centre at 3pm on Mon¬ 
day, September 1. 


Kongo, of Fauconberg Road, 
was pushed, but both defen¬ 
dants left the scene. They were 
followed by their two eventual 
victims, both Kingston College 
students, who appeared to 
make phone calls for back-up 
from fellow members of the In¬ 
vincible Cambridge Estate 
gang. 

Mr Baker said Kongo then 
armed himself with a hammer, 
which he “opportunistically” 
stole from a box outside 


Kingston Tools in Eden Street, 
and rained blows down on the 
16-year-old victim, who then 
went on to suffer a fit in the 
street and a broken nose. 

He said: “Many shoppers wit¬ 
nessed this horrific fight and 
tried to administer first aid to 
the victim, who lay in the mid¬ 
dle of the road convulsing with 
blood pouring from his head, 
face and mouth.” 

Katherine Kelleher, repre¬ 
senting the unnamed 17-year- 


old accomplice, said that her 
client recognised this was a 
“last chance saloon”. 

She said: “He wants to be a 
contributing adult in society 
and has an awful lot to offer - 
he is bright, intellectual, en¬ 
gaging and knows the differ¬ 
ence between right and 
wrong.”

field Place, was described as a 
“foot soldier” in the operation 
to intercept genuine benefit 
cheques and deposit them in 
bank accounts which had been 
set up in false names by Carlos 
Dos Santos. 

Shanda McAteer, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court that the as¬ 


piring pilot, who fled war torn 
Angola in 2000, opened four 
bank accounts in which £70,000 
of stolen cheques were de¬ 
posited between July 2006 and 
September 2007. 

Warwick Tatford, defending, 
said Carlos Dos Santos, who 
was convicted on December 5, 
2008, could not be held solely 
responsible for the enterprise, 
but admitted he was an inte¬ 


gral cog in the operation. He 
said: “As is often the case, 
those that gain the least take 
the most risk while their boss¬ 
es leisurely sit back and take 
the vast majority of the prof¬ 
its. This has, quite clearly, ru¬ 
ined his life. 

“How a young man with a 
good educational background 
who is keen to make the best of 
himself got involved in this en¬ 


terprise remains a puzzle.” 

Judge Morgan said: “I accept 
that you were a foot soldier in a 
bigger organisation but you 
were a very vital part of it, 
which enabled cheques to be 
intercepted and stolen to be 
turned into cash. 

“This is a catastrophic end to 
your life in this country.”

An Epsom benefit fraudster, 
who fiddled the benefits sys¬ 
tem out of £3,500, has been 
ordered to do community 
service. 

George Wigg, 51, was given 
60 hours of unpaid work 
when he was sentenced for 
three counts of benefit 
fraud at Kingston Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on January 6. 

The court heard that Wigg 
had been working across 
south London as a carpet fit¬ 
ter while claiming jobseek¬ 
er’s allowance. 

Between August 2003 and 
May 2005, while he lived at 
Molesey Venture, East Mole- 
sey, he pocketed £3,546 in 
overpayments. 


Wigg, who now lives in 
Headley Drive, Epsom, said 
he was scared to tell the au¬ 
thorities about his employ¬ 
ment in case the job fell 
through and he could not 
provide for his family and 
newborn son. 

Wigg is now unemployed 
again and told the court he 
was already paying the De¬ 
partment for Work and Pen¬ 
sions back at £20 a week. 

Magistrates said they took 
into account Wigg’s guilty 
plea and also ordered him to 
pay £70 costs and be kept 
under supervision by the 
probation service for a year.

Kingston Council was suc¬ 
cessful in only about half its 
bids to Transport for London 
(TfL) for various projects, but 
still has £3.9m to spend this 
year. 

Plans for an express 
Kingston to Surbiton bus lane, 
costing about £200,000 was un¬ 
successful, but the council 
will spend £710,000 on bridge 
strengthening and £545,000.

Offenders sentenced at 
Kingston Magistrates’ Court 
have spent 10,052 hours re¬ 
moving graffiti, clearing lit¬ 
ter and gardening to pay for 
their crimes. 

Under the community pay¬ 


back scheme, magistrates 
can sentence people to com¬ 
munity punishments in¬ 
stead of sending them to 
prison. 

An example of a typical 
punishment would be 80 


hours work for the offence of 
drink-driving. 

Across London, the num¬ 
ber of hours paid off last 
year was over a million. 

Justice Minister David 
Hanson MP said: “Commu¬ 


nities affected by crime 
want to know justice is being 
done and is being seen to be 
done too. 

“Offenders have now ‘paid 
back’ more than a million 
hours of unpaid work to 


London communities for the 
crimes they have commit¬ 
ted.”

Pushing back the boundaries: Outer London Commission 
chairman William McKee

South London’s suburbs will play 
a key part in helping the capital 
through the current financial cri¬ 
sis, the new chairman of the in¬ 
fluential Outer London 
Commission said. 

William McKee, who was chief 
executive of Merton Council 
from 1981 to 1992 and was ap¬ 
pointed chairman of the Mayor 
of London’s new body in Novem¬ 
ber, made the comments as he set 
out his priorities for the coming 
year. 

The commission’s remit is to 
advise the Mayor on policies that 
ensure outer London realises its 
full potential, and address the 
perennial problem that south 
London businesses feel - that in¬ 
vestment in the suburbs has 
come second to the capital’s Zone 
One area. 

He said: “Four times as many 
people live in outer London as 
they do in Birmingham, and we 
need our own policy framework.” 

He agreed it was up to the area’s 
business leaders and politicians 
to push on to the agenda those is¬ 
sues they thought were most im¬ 
portant. 

Firstly, the commission has to 
recognise industries “that have a 
future”. 

He said: “In 1945, some 25 per 
cent of all manufacturing jobs in 
the country were in London, 
today I would guess that is about 
5 or 6 per cent. 

“We need to invest in the right 
industries, those industries 
where the private sector is will¬ 
ing to make investment, like re¬ 
tail servicing.” 

Secondly, as the planned US 
Embassy’s move to Battersea 
showed, many public sector jobs 
could now be relocated out 
of central London, but for this 
to take place private investment 
in transport infrastructure, 

such as roads and railways, is 
needed. 

Mr McKee - a former director 
general of the British Property 
Federation, who currently chairs 
the Thurrock Thames Gateway 
Development Corporation - said 
he would finalise the 12 members 
of his board shortly, and would 


look to regenerate up to five town 
centres in outer London “which 
had good strategic links to the 
city and good transport”. 

He said: “Croydon would make 
that shortlist. We are looking at 
four or five centres. It isn’t 


enough but it is a start.”

Welcoming cut 

The Bank of England’s decision to cut in¬ 
terest rates last week has been cautious¬ 
ly welcomed by Kingston Chamber of 
Commerce.

New business school 
moves a step closer

Kingston University’s plan to cre¬ 
ate a new business school on its 
Kingston Hill campus moved a step 
closer last week, after the council’s 
local planning sub-committee gave 
the proposals the green light. 

The university hopes to move its 
faculty of business and law, cur¬ 
rently spread around several fixed 
and temporary buildings on site, 
into a new three- and four-storey 
structure, replacing the Rennie 
halls of residence marked for de¬ 
molition under the scheme. 

A single objection to the plans 
had been made by residents in 
neighbouring Ullswater Close, who 
raised concerns the “block-like, 
ugly structure” would be visible 
from Kingston Vale and Wimble¬ 
don Common because of its in¬ 
creased height. 

But members of the Maidens and 
Coombe planning sub-committee 
made no objections to the applica¬ 
tion, which should go before 
Kingston Council’s development 
control committee on January 28 
for a decision. 

Sub-committee chairman Patrick 


Codd said: “The new building will 
assist the university in fulfilling 
its proper role with a modern busi¬ 
ness school.” 

The university has said there will 
be no increase in student or staff 


numbers on the campus if the new 
building is given the go ahead.

Phobias affect an estimated 10 per cent of us, but many people hide their fear rather than 
seek help. ELEANOR HARDING reports on the types of phobia and where to get support 


Facing up to the facts behind phobias

To outsiders, Laura* is a bit of a 
killjoy 

She never drinks at parties and 
always leaves early Would people 
understand if she told them her 
phobia stopped her having fun? She 
doesn’t know, so remains silent. 

The 25-year-old PhD student has 
had a vomit phobia since she was 
five years old. She never eats out be¬ 
cause of the possibility of food poi¬ 
soning and avoids parties and pubs 
where drinkers might throw up. 

She says: “I realised I had the pho¬ 
bia after an incident at school. A 
child was sick, and then another 
was. I started to panic and they took 
me outside. I didn’t understand why 
I was so frightened. 

“But every time from then on I 
would panic. I started to hyperven¬ 
tilate and sweat. I would feel I had to 
get out. 

“Now I try to avoid social situa¬ 
tions where people might be sick. 
Even seeing it on screen at a cinema 
can make me feel very nervous.” 

The phobia has blighted Laura’s 
life. As a student she was unable to 
cope with the prospect of a hall of 
residence and lived at home. 

She rarely took part in student so¬ 
cial events, and although some 
friends know of her problem, she 
has always been too embarrassed to 
tell boyfriends. 

She says: “It’s not the sort of thing 
you tell people. Relationships for 
me don’t go well. They don’t last 
long because I close off.” 

Laura’s experience is surprising-

ly common, and it is estimated that 
10 per cent of the population have a 
phobia. 

Every year about 250 to 300 people 
are referred to South West London 
and St George’s Mental Health NHS 
Trust. Many more never seek help, 
hiding their phobia by avoiding the 
item. Experts say this only rein¬ 
forces the fear. 

A person can have a phobia 
of anything, but common phobias 
involve snakes, spiders, thunder 
and lightning, the dark, strangers 
and vomiting. More surprising pho¬ 
bias include buttons and Velcro. 

Peter Kolb, psychotherapist at the 
trust, says: “We are all afraid of 
things, but this is a reaction which 
is out of keeping with the item. 

“The worst case I have seen was 
someone with a bird phobia. If she 
was anywhere near a bird she 
would perspire unbelievably. There 
was hair matted on her face. 

“People have to realise that these 
people are petrified. Some years 
back there was a woman with a spi¬ 
der phobia who climbed out of a 


window and actually fell to avoid a 
spider. 

“People have tried to get out of 
their cars while they are moving be¬ 
cause a wasp has got in. It’s a level 
of fear that takes precedence over 
everything else. They are so afraid 
of that item that it overlays other 
things that the rest of us would say 
are very hazardous.” 

Phobias can be genetic, or learnt 
from a parent who is also a phobic. 

They can also be triggered by 
traumatic incidents in childhood. 

The severity of the problem 
varies, but in the worst cases suffer¬ 
ers are unable to work for fear of 
leaving their houses. 

Like other mental health issues, 
phobias can be treated via cognitive 
behavioural therapy (CBT). 

This involves gradual exposure to 
the item, allowing the sufferer to 
face their fears. In some cases anti¬ 
anxiety medication may be used. 

Locally, after an average of 10 to 12 
sessions, eight out of 10 patients im¬ 
prove by more than 50 per cent. 

“If you have a phobia, don’t beat 
yourself up about it,” adds Mr Kolb. 

“If you could pull yourself togeth¬ 
er, you would. You have got a very 
real problem. If you are struggling, 
summon up the courage to seek 
help.”

The Catlin Arctic Survey, led 
by veteran polar explorer Pen 
Hadow, departs for the Arctic 
next month and the start of a 
gruelling three month, 
750mile, trek to the Pole drag¬ 
ging a hi-tech sled carrying 
ice-penetrating radar. 

The sea ice is melting rapid¬ 
ly, threatening not just polar 
bears but the whole of the 
Arctic ecosystem and the 
ocean beneath which, until 
now, has largely been shielded 
from solar radiation by the re¬ 
flective surface of the ice. 

No one currently knows the 
thickness of the remaining ice 
and data from this expedition 
will help shape decisions at 
the United Nations Climate 
Change Conference of Parties 
in Copenhagen in November. 

Pen said: “This year will be 
crucial for the Arctic Ocean 
but I fear global warming is 
devastating the place I love so 
much. 

“The information we will be 
providing to scientists will

help them to understand ex¬ 
actly what is going on in this 
precariously-balanced envi¬ 
ronment.” 

The decision to sponsor the 
expedition was made after Pen 
was the inspirational keynote 
speaker at the South West 
London Green Guardian 
Awards final dinner at Epsom 
Downs Racecourse in Novem¬ 
ber. 

His warning that within as 
little as five years the ice 
could melt completely in the 
summer sounded a stark 
warning about the need for ac¬ 
curate data. 

Howard Scott, managing di¬ 
rector, of Newsquest South 
London, which runs the Green 
Guardian project and publish¬ 
es this newspaper, said: “After 
hearing Pen Hadow talk about 
the aims and importance of 
the Catlin Arctic Survey, we 
felt compelled to support his 
team’s efforts in this hugely 
significant and groundbreak¬ 
ing undertaking. 

“Through the work of the 
Green Guardian campaign 
over the past three years we 
have come to know that doing 
something positive and taking 


a lead is critical in encourag¬ 
ing others to take action.

Pen and the other two team 
members, Ann Daniels and 
Martin Hartley are currently 
in Broughton Island, Canada, 
until January 21 for final 
preparation and equipment 
checks. 

When they set off over the 
sea ice in late February they 
will take millions of radar 
readings using the sled, which 
has been developed with some 
of the world’s leading experts 
including the US Naval post¬ 
graduate school, Nasa and the 
University of Cambridge. 

Until now, sea ice studies 
from satellites and sub¬ 
marines have not been able to 
give an accurate picture of the 
thickness of the ice and, cru¬ 
cially have not been able to 
differentiate between ice and 
the snow on top of it. 

Pen said: “Our physical ef¬ 
forts hauling the equipment 
over the surface will amass 
data in unprecedented detail. 

“Experienced explorers are 
the only people who have the 
expertise to undertake a sur¬ 
vey of this magnitude and 
help science in this way.”

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2009 could be the year to buy in Kingston 


News bulletins may still be filled with 
doom and gloom, but Kingston’s 
estate agents have a ‘glass half-full’ 
outlook, rather than ‘glass half- 
empty’. Tumbling interest rates have 
turned the market on its head, with 
many people now finding it cheaper 
to buy than rent. 

Cautious optimism is the general 
mood among Royal borough estate 
agents, although everyone agrees it is 
a fragile feeling. Max Smith at Parry 
& Drewett in Surbiton (020 8390 3131) 
reports a rise in buyers keen to take 
advantage of low mortgage deals. 

“Yes, first-time buyers need bigger 
deposits, but the prices of properties 
have come down, so it’s starting to 
make more sense to buy rather than 
rent,” he said. 

“Because of the superb mortgage 
rates at the moment, people are find¬ 
ing they can save £200 to £300 a month 
by buying rather than renting. If 
you’re looking ahead a couple of 
years, this is a good time to buy, and 
people are starting to come back.” 

He predicts that the house market 
will remain “pretty tricky” for anoth-

er six months, but says property in¬ 
vestors are returning because they 
are currently getting next to no 
return on their money in the bank. 
“Cheap one and two-bedroom studios 
are being snapped up because there is 
such good rental return,” he said. 

His view is that the continuous drip- 
feed of miserable news and grim pre¬ 
dictions in the national press is 
partly responsible for the delay to any 
recovery. It is a view shared by Peter 
Beasant at Penney & Co in Richmond 
Road, Kingston (020 8546 8715). 

“The national dailies keep telling us 
that everyone is going to hell in a 
handcart,” he said, adding that it was 
little wonder buyers weren’t flocking 
back if the front page of the Daily 
Mail continued to predict the end of 
the world. 

“The media is killing the market 
quicker than if it did absolutely noth¬ 
ing,” he said, although he, too, detect¬ 
ed glimmers of hope. 

“In the late 1980s and early 1990s it 


took four years to recover,” he re¬ 
called. “Funnily enough, I don’t feel 
as bad now as I did then.” 

He agreed that the lettings market 
had been very buoyant lately, but said 
that the sales market would probably 
remain depressed for most of the 
coming year. 

“I think we’re beginning to feel that 
we’re over the worst of it now,” he 
said. “Whatever the media says, we’re 
still continuing to achieve sales.” 

In Surbiton, Max Smith also senses 
the market is stabilising. “I would say 
that the fall of house prices has 
slowed right down,” he said. 

“There is a scarcity of property in 
the small to middle range. Because 
people believe press reports that 
nothing is selling, it is ironically 
strengthening the market a bit.” 

Anecdotal evidence from other local 
estate agents suggests an increase in 
‘noise levels’ and viewings. 

“The phones are ringing and people 
are coming through the door; a rare 
commodity in the internet age,” one 
said. 

“We still have a shortage of proper¬

ties being built, so the laws of supply 
and demand mean the longer-term 
prognosis is optimistic.” 

Others say that the constant media 
repetition of “credit crunch” and 
“recession” means that the downturn 


is actually in people’s heads, rather 
than in their wallets. 

“I haven’t met any buyer who has 
been refused a mortgage,” another 
told Property Weekly. “People are still 
out there, looking.”

Carry on 


Brian Cooke may not be a 
household name among come¬ 
dy afficionados but there is 
little doubt that he deserves 
his place alongside the 
pantheon of British comedy 
greats. 

The reason? Well, how about 
the fact that he scripted some 
of the most popular, and suc¬ 
cessful, sitcoms ever to grace 
the nation’s television 
screens, including Man About 
The House and George And 
Mildred. 

And Cooke is still at it, 
penning a tribute show to the 
rowdy radio broadcasts of 
Kenneth Williams entitled 
Stop Messing About. 

It was the Cobham-based 
writer who put together the 
original Williams 
programmes back in the 70s 
and he is delighted to be revis¬ 
iting the classic material. 

He says: “If you 
think the Fast 
Show is fast, this is 
a whole lot faster! 

“Basically, it is a 
lot of material 
from the old 
shows, with one or 
two new pieces 
thrown in for good 
measure. 

“It is a piece of 
nostalgia with a 
wicked buzz. 

“We pretty much 
have a licence to 
take the mickey 
out of everyone.” 

The original line¬ 
up was Williams, 

Joan Sims and 
Round The Horne 
collaborators 
Hugh Paddick and 
Douglas Smith. 

But it was 
Williams who was 
the centrepiece, 
with good reason. 

Cooke explains: 

“Kenneth was a real one-off. 

“But he was never sure that 
what he was doing was actual¬ 
ly funny. 

“He had a number of gags 
that he would use every show 
and most of them were 
absolutely filthy! 

“He was incredibly talented 
but, deep down, he wasn’t 
really a happy man.” 

The set-up for the show is

four taking on the roles of 
Williams, et al. 

The cast will comprise the 
talent used in the recent 
tribute show to Round The 
Horne, which wowed the West 
End, and Cooke is more than 
happy for this to be the case. 

He adds: “We know the cast 
well and they are easily the 
best people we could find. 

“They have pretty much 
spent three years playing 

these charac¬ 
ters and get¬ 
ting to grips 
with all the 
mannerisms. 
“It is 

incredibly 
fast-paced, 
with the cast 
whizzing 
about the 
stage, and 
these four 
are comfort¬ 
able with 
that.” 

There is the 
possibility

STOP MESSING ABOUT was the follow-up to the hugely popular BBC 
radio show Round The Horne. After Round The Horne’s star, Kenneth 
Horne, died of a heart attack, the new show cast Williams as the leading 
man and the first epsiode of Stop Messing About was recorded at the 
Paris Theatre on Lower Regent Street on March 17,1969. 

As well as being portrayed by Robin Sebastian in the stage shows 

Round the Horne... Revisited, Round 
the Horne - Unseen and Uncut, and 
Stop Messing About, a number of 
other actors have taken on the 
challenge of performing as Kenneth 
Williams. In 1998, Adam Godley 
played him in the National Theatre 
play Cleo, Camping, Emmannuelle 
and Dick, and in 2006 Michael Sheen 
starred as Williams in the BBC Four 
drama Fantabulosa! 

Williams famously starred in the 
Carry On films but he also appeared 
alongside Ingrid Bergman in a stage 
production of George Bernard 
Shaw’s Captain Brassbound’s 
Conversion, in 1971. 

He was once asked to go to 
America to work with Orson Welles. 
Williams never went, claiming he 
never fancied America, but it later 
came out that he couldn’t get a visa 
as there was a file on him at 
Scotland Yard relating to his father’s 
death.

SUBARU IMPREZA WRX-S 


Impreza gets 
more impressive 


As you step inside the Subaru 
Impreza WRX-S, the chunky 
three-spoke steering wheel 
and Momo gearknob are the 
kind of rally-esque adorn¬ 
ments you expect, and once 
slotted in to the supportive 
seats the Impreza has you in 
its grasp, writes Matt Joy. 

The hotter models do make 
the most of the Impreza’s 
distinctive shape, and the 
WRX-S benefits from some 
tasty 18-inch anthracite alloy 
wheels as well as some of the 
body add-ons usually reserved 
for the top STi model. 

It’s an attractive visual boost 
over the regular WRX, and it 
certainly gets you in the mood 
for some enthusiastic driving, 
which is what hot Imprezas 
are all about. 

The cabin itself is a pleasant 
place to be: Subaru has made 
noises about it being a 


premium cabin, and while it 
can't quite match up to the 
levels of quality you get in a 
European car at this price tag, 
it’s appealing all the same. 

The audio unit sits helpfully 
high on the fascia, and the lay¬ 
out is sensible and attractive. 
The dials are smart and the 
driving position good, while 
the equipment list is as 
healthy as you would hope: 
climate control, hill start 
assist, six- disc MP3-compati- 
ble CD autochanger with an 
MP3 jack too. You can even get 
full leather, but a true rally 
fan wouldn’t consider it. 

There’s more to the WRX-S 
than visuals though. The rally 
car builders over at Prodrive 
got their laptops out and 
had a prolonged fiddle with 
the Impreza’s electronic 
brain, and in the process re¬ 
leased an extra 25bhp and,

more importantly, 511b/ft of 
torque, bringing the total up 
to 288 lb/ft. It sprints to 60mph 
in only 5.5 seconds - just 0.6 of 
a second slower than the 
£26,000 STi. That performance 
is easy to tap in to, always 
there and ready to power you 
forwards with vigour. 

Some may be disappointed 
by the relative lack of drama 
from the engine - despite the 
modified exhaust the WRX-S 
is relatively civilised, but its 
keenness is undiminished. 

Get a few thousand revs on 
the 2.5-litre boxer unit and it 


really starts to fly, powering 
it round to 130mph in quick 
succession. 

The performance is helped 
by the slickness of the gear¬ 
box, and although it lacks a 
sixth gear which the engine 
could happily pull, it slots 
keenly between ratios and 
strings together the mighty 
efforts of the engine. 

It’s the kind of performance 
that makes the WRX-S such a 
delight to use on a back-road 
drive. 

The Impreza’s reputation 
also hangs on its unshakeable 


grip, composure and sharp 
handling, and the WRX-S is 
no different. 

Fitted with Subaru Vehicle 
Dynamics Control and a rear 
limited-slip differential as 
standard, the WRX-S is happy 
to play to your tune. 

In normal driving it offers a 
decently supple ride, but up 
the ante a little and the 
reassuring grip and superb 
traction will keep you going 
when others fail. 

If you’re really in the mood 
then switching out the SVDC 
allows you to exploit its 


balance, even when the grip 
eventually runs out. 

The WRX-S brings the range 
of hot Imprezas to four, which 
is more than most of the com¬ 
petition.
